for the show (S1998 H). The official meeting was fol- 
lowed by a discussion of an ongoing subject—the 
numbering of the cards of the National SCCS, and 
the Chapter One (Washington) and Four (Metro) 
cards. One idea is to identify them with a specific let- 
ter, instead of the all encompassing “S” currently in 
use. For example, Metro cards might be “M1”, “M2”, 
“M3”..., Washington cards might use a “W”, and 
National cards might be prefixed with an “N”. This 
would require some catalog/listing changes, but, in 
the long run, might make it easier for everyone to 
identify what they have or need for “completeness.” 
The current system has lead to confusion and, per- 
haps, discouraged some collectors. 


There was, and still is, the matter of the so-called “F” 
or “Forerunner” cards. A great system to a certain 
point, but after “normal” cards have been issued by 
the BEP or the PPU, how can new cards be called 
“Forrunners”? The problem in all this discussion is 
how will it affect the membership and how they col- 
lect? Are they, ie., YOU, willing to appreciate and 
accept any effort to change the “system” for the ben- 
efit and understanding of all? I would appreciate 
hearing from any and all of you on the matter of cat- 
alog numbering. In my opinion, they should folow 
the four “C” ideal: CLEAR—CONCISE—COM- 
PLETE—CORRECT! What do you say?

It is difficult to accept that another year has gone by. 
It has been a difficult year for the Society as we face 
the same problems, as most collectible organizations, 
an aging member base and declining membership. I 
sleep better at night once I accepted this as “typical” 
and not an indication of a specific problem with our 
organization. Our goal is to continue to provide a 
first class organization in this reduced environment. 


As an organization we have instituted several cost- 
saving measures, including the mailing of the annu- 
al card—free, but, only through membership—with 
the journal. We did it for the first time this year and 
it proved successful. In addition, those members 
who do not renew on time will NOT be sent the First 
Quarter issue. They will be sent a dues reminder 
and, if they elect to renew, they will be sent the miss- 
ing issue. 


Even with these savings, the SCCS would be running 
at a deficit. To address this problem, the Board 
decided to raise the dues modestly. This increase 
will allow us to continue to publish four issues of the 
journal plus annual card. Hopefully, the dues 
increase will sustain us for the foreseeable future. 
[The increase in postage rates scheduled for January 
1999 may not have a serious effect on our costs, but 
the actual rates, other than first class have not yet 
been published.] 


We have started planning for the year 2000 and we 
are considering issuing a nationally released card as 
a fund raiser. We encourage your suggestions on a 
theme or item that would sell to the general public. 


The year 2000 is also the 200th anniversary of the 
founding of Washington, DC. We expect to have the 
annual meeting in Washington in conjunction with 
this theme. 


The SCCS will have a table at the FUN show in 
January, the IMPS in Memphis in June, and the ANA 
in August. Additional show participation is possible. 


In closing, I ask for your continued support for our 
Society and remind you to pay your dues for 1999 as 
soon as possible.

Herb Meisels writes: At a meeting at Mega Event in 
Anaheim, CA, Dicky Rustin, who coordinates USPS 
at stamp shows announced that the agency will 
attend the following international shows in 1999: 
Australia, PhilaFrance, and China. No decision has 
been made as to souvenir cards, covers and/or spe- 
cial cancels. The USPS was represented at Royal 98, 
Hamilton, Ontario, Canada, and had a special cancel. 
No USPS souvenir card was issued, however, the 
Canadian Bank Note Company (CBNCo) issued a 
card honoring the Boy & Girl Scouts. Dicky, who 
coordinated World Stamp Expo 89 and Pacific 97, is 
already planning for World Stamp Expo 2000 at 
Anaheim, CA, 7-16 July 2000. The BEP will probably 
issue a souvenir card as they did for Pacific 97.

Speaking of souvenir cards, Larry Dodson advises 
that he received the following from Kenneth P. 
Martin of the APS regarding 1997-98 APS cards: 
“The 1997 APS Stampshow card is available for 
$3.50. As we lost a considerable amount of money on 
the souvenir card for three years in a row no sou- 
venir card was produced for Stampshow 98 nor are 
any anticipated for future APS shows.” 

) 
Richard Moore and Steve Goceliak of the Metro 
Chapter have been working on a mini-catalog of 
their Chapter cards. The idea is a three-ring, loose- 
leaf set of sheets which picture all the cards with 
information on printing, sales, etc., that will be peri- 
odically updated. They are also suggesting another 
numbering system for the cards produced by the 
Metro and Washington Chapters and the National, 
all of which are currently listed under an “S” system, 
which has led to confusion and frustration on the 
part of many members, and has been the subject of 
previous articles and members’ input. The current 
suggestion would be to tie the number to the pro- 


ducing group, e.g., “M” numbers for Metro cards, 
“W” numbers for Washington cards, and “N” num- 
bers for National cards. Consequently, if you only 
collected certain cards, your collection could be 
“complete” as far as the numbers are concerned. 


Catalog numbers are a form of identification and, as 
a result, communication between individuals and/or 
groups. They are not magical, and, like the seasons, 
are subject to change. The change should be a bene- 
fit—not something that makes matters worse. 
Questions have also been raised about the “F” num- 
bering system which is long overdue for review and 
correction. How can we have a “Forerunner” that is 
issued after the earliest numbered cards? I would 
appreciate your comments. As your editor and 
spokesperson, I would like to find out YOUR OPIN- 
ION. If the system is to work it has to be of benefit to 
the majority of those who use it. 


Several members have already written asking for a 
change. What is your opinion? 


John Cali has offered the suggestion as to whether or 
not the SCCS should consider a merger with a simi- 
lar organization to bolster “strength in numbers” 
and share similar—although different—interests. Of 
the groups suggested, those, like myself, who also 
collect USPS Commemorative Panels (they do con- 
tain intaglios, but I have no idea who produces 
them—they were originally produced by ABNCo), 
Souvenir Pages, and/or Ceremony Programs. 
Another group I belong to, the Brazil Philatelic 
Association (BPA), with even fewer members has 
maintained its own, but periodically, thoughts are 
raised about combining our efforts with other Latin 
or South American collector groups. No action has 
been taken so far as long as the BPA is well!

Pictured above (enlarged 150%) is a vignette proof I 
acquired recently. At first I thought it was the same 
engraving as appears on B 152 [the 1991 Fort Worth 
Dedication card] and the [1981] “Visitor’s Card” (B 
52, below, at 150%). But a closer look shows some 
subtle differences: the roof appears lighter in shade, 
and the top three front windows on the right and left 
are barely visible. Also there is no flagpole. I’m 
guessing that this was the first version produced by 
the Bureau. The trees are smaller and scruffier than 
in B 52 and look a few years younger. [At the same 
enlargement, the buildings are the same size.] 





I showed this engraving to my friend [and fellow 


SCCS member] Paul Melnick and he came up with 


an illustration (opposite page) of FB 1916A from his 
collection. It’s the cover of a BEP luncheon menu 
with the “new” and “old” buildings, including the 
same vignette as above. 


[Neither the engraving above or that opposite show 
the two flag poles which appear in the engraving 
below. The view is taken from the southwest, across 
the Tidal Basin to the north of the Jefferson Memorial 
(see further discussion and photos following. Ed.]

The first card [top, 
right] shows it almost 
exactly like the original 
engraving. But the 
other card [bottom, 
right] shows a flag fly- 
ing, and a less obvious 
second flagpole at the 
far left [north end of the 
building]. None of the 
engravings show the 
prominent smokestack 
of the old BEP building 
that sits directly behind 
the new building. 


[I find it interesting to 
note that the flag and 
poles seem to have been 
added (artist’s license) 
and the chimney has 
been “modified” to con- 
form to the turret-tower 
of the old building with 
its conical top! Ed.] 


The upper “windows” 
in this postcard view 
are more obvious and 
match the original 
engraving as well. I 
don’t know why they 
were darkened on the 
later vignette—is this 
how the building looks 
today?

It is of steel superstructure with concrete fireproofing 
and is constructed of reinforced concrete faced with 
Indiana limestone and granite trim Along its main 
facade, fronting on 15th Street and overlooking the 
Tidal Basin, is a series of stone columns spanning the 
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entire 305-foot length of the building. Four factory 
wings extend a distance of 296 feet back toward 14th 
street. In all, the structure contains approximately 10 
acres of floorspace. It is 105 feet in height and compris 
es a basement, four stories and an attic. It cost 
$2,882,000, 


The article shows a photograph (right) of Howard 
Ralph, son of the Director, Joseph Ralph, raising the 
flag on the north end on 19 March 1914. The other 
boy in the photograph, Frank Ferguson, was the son 
of Assistant Director Frank E. Ferguson, and had the 
honor of raising the flag at the south end. 


The BEP history, however, makes no mention of the 
building’s architect. A search of the 1913 and 1914 
Indexes of The New York Times and of my own archi- 
tectural library provided almost nothing, until | 
found a photographic volume, Washington, D. C., 
Then and Now, by Charles Suddarth Kelly (New 
York, Dover, 1984) which is still in print. Still no 
architect, but two bird’s eye views (below—portions 
enlarged—taken from the Washington Monument 
in ca. 1917, left, and 1980, right) seem to deny the 
flagpoles. Are they removable? Were they 
“removed” from the photos? There is evidence of 
the hatches (?) that provided access (?). 


The mystery continues! In the same Dover book (p. 
146), yet another photo (top, next page), taken in 
1922 from almost the same point of view as the 
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engraving (at ground, eye-level), shows “a bevy of 
beauties frolics on the future site of the Jefferson 
Memorial.” The author describes the BEP building 
in the background as “Classic Revival.” The flag- 
poles and a portion of the old smokestack have 
“vanished,” possibly as a result of the resolution of 
the early photos. However, the book also includes a 
1980 “now” photograph which shows no evidence 
of the flagpoles. What is the story? Frankly, I don’t 
know.

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Finally, | came across an undated BEP 
brochure in my own files, entitled 
“Production of Government Securities.” 
On the cover (shown at right, 150%) is 
yet another view. The first assumption is 
the “same old view,” but lo, the win- 
dows in the attic are in, and the fore- 
ground trees almost obscure the lowest 
floor. Look back at the “bevy of beau- 
ties” photo, did the photographer “add” 
more formidable trees to “enhance” the 
foreground or have the trees been 
replaced over time?

[The first article on this subject was written by SCCS 
founder, Dr. Curtis Radford, and appeared with 
illustrations in the Spring 1992 issue (SCJ 12:1, pp. 

I prepared the second part which appeared in 
the First Quarter 1993 issue (SCJ 13:1, pp. 16-21), and 
the 1996 card was featured in the First Quarter 1997. 
In this article, | attempt to update the issues of these 
cards (actually, all but one (No. 12, below), are print- 
ed on thin paper sheets, like bank notes). Ed.] 


If you are into intaglio printing, especially by securi- 
ty printers (those who produce securities, money, 
stamps, etc., for governmental agencies) in a time of 
diminishing intaglio souvenir card output—the BEP 
will issue only five cards this year, four of which will 
have a numismatic theme—then you might wish to 
consider the beautifully printed items produced by 
some of the foreign security printers like Bradbury- 
Wilkinson and Thomas De La Rue, who bought the 
former firm from its previous parent, the American 
Bank Note Company, in March 1986. They are gen- 
erally produced in connection with the meetings of 
the International Bank Note Society (IBNS). 


I illustrate here, both sides (where appropriate) of 
the most recent sheets, as well as a listing of what has 
been produced to date, with a reference to where 
they have previously been illustrated in this journal. 
Black-and-white does not do justice to these items, 
seeing is believing! I have decided to include a num- 
bering system, my own, with the listing for reference 
purposes. I believe it is a complete list, but welcome 
any additions and/or corrections. (The two first 
parts of this on-going article included some addi- 
tional examples of the security printers’ craft, but 
they are not listed in the listing below, which is a list- 
ing of overprinted souvenirs for the IBNS shows.) 
The abbreviations used are BW = Bradbury- 
Wilkinson, H = Harrisons, and TDL = Thomas De La 
Rue. SF = Single face (blank reverse side): SF+ = 
Single face illustrated, reverse with writing; DF = 
Graphic both sides; and (SCJ No.p.) = similar to that 
shown but with different text and/or color of 
images.

No. 19. The face of this note (above), bears a portrait of Thomas DeLa Rue with his office building in the back- 
ground. It is similar to that of the 1996 issue (No. 18), but has been totally reorganized, e.g., the “value” has 
been moved to the right and the IBNS notation has been moved here from the back. In addition, a metallic- 
colored dashed-line has been added vertically. The rendition of the TDL offices in the background is much 
lighter and the “Thomas De La Rue” has been revised. 


Similarly, the image of a structure (?) on the reverse (below) has been moved to the right and changed in color. 
The rest of the scroll work and numbering has been revised. Both are very handsome. 
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No. 20. The latest issue, for “The World Paper Money Fair” incorporates the idea of “Millennium” with a 
“value” of the note as “2000.” One side (above) features an image of Sir Christopher Wren (1632-1723), archi- 
tect of St. Paul’s Cathedral in London(and many other buildings) and is similar to the design shown earlier 
(SCJ 13:1, p. 21). 


The other side (below) features a view of the “futuristic” Lloyds (Insurance) building, also in London, 
designed (1978-1986) by the architect, Richard Rogers (b. 1933). A twenty-year old design that was, and per- 
haps still is, ahead of its time. The shape of things to come?
